On May 1, 1898, Admiral 
Dewey sailed his fleet of was 
vessels into Manila Bay and 
soon had captured that city. 
This was followed by the tak¬ 
ing over of the Philippines. 

The discovery of Gold 
(sic) in the Klondike-The dis¬ 
covery that caused the rush to 
Alaska was in July 1897. Wil¬ 
liam Teel went from here to 
Alaska in the search of Gold. 

Public School burned in 
1899. It was rebuilt in 1900. 

In 1899, Brooksville was 
visited by a most destructive 
fire. 

January 30,1900, William 
Goebel was shot and fatally 
wounded at Frankfort. Before 
his death he was sworn in as 
Governor. He died February 
3 rd . J. C. W. Beckham, Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor succeeded 
him. 

In about 1900 the foundry 
was brought to Augusta, also 
the shoe factory. 

1902-1912 

City left $40,000. Lemon 
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Thomas Drowns. Coxey’s 
Army. Hotel Bums. Night 
Riders. Red Men organized. 
Saloons go out. Two big floods. 
C&O double tracked. 

1900 G. W. Barkley died. 

1900 T. F. Marshall died. 
In his will, he left Augusta 
$40,000. The will was con¬ 
tested and broken. City and 
others received about 25 per¬ 
cent of their bequests. 

June 27, 1902 J. E. 
Thompson, publisher of the 
Bracken Chronicle, died Sep¬ 
tember 7, 1902. 

John L. Sullivan defeated 
James J. Corbett, New Orleans 
for Heavyweight Champion¬ 
ship of the United States. 

1902 While trying to hop 
a freight train near the depot 
Albert Barker slipped, one 
foot going under the wheels, 
amputation was necessary. 

February 3, 1903 Lemon 
Thomas of Boude’s Ferry 
while crossing from this side 
of the river, was thrown out of 
the skiff, his body never being 
recovered, although the skiff 
without water in it and a mail 
sack in the boat were found a 
few miles below town. The 
river was unusually high and 
very rough. 

December 23, 1903 Reyn¬ 
olds Ward, 14 killed while try¬ 
ing to hop a freight train near 
Bracken Street. 

February 4, 1904 John T. 
Jackson shot himself and died 
two weeks later. 

In 1904, Dr. Edward 
Courtney killed Dr. Camey at 
Neave.

Sheriff alerts community 
to several ongoing scams 


The Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office is asking that 
citizens be aware of a couple 
of phone scams that are go¬ 
ing around. The first, is a 
scam where someone claim¬ 
ing to be a law enforcement 
official (US Marshall, FBI, 
Secret Service) advises the 
caller that they have com¬ 
mitted a crime whether it be 
with credit card, checks or 
some other crime. The caller 
then advises that if this is not 
taken care of by sending a 
certain amount of money to 
them that an arrest warrant 
will be issued for them. The 
second, is where the caller 
states that they are an IRS 
agent and that there is out¬ 
standing taxes owed and that 
if it is not taken care of they 
will get a warrant for your ar¬ 
rest. Finally, there are calls 
going around stating that you 
have won a lot of money 
from American Cash Award 
or Publisher’s Clearing 
House and in order to receive 
your prize you need to go to 
Walmart and send money for 
shipping and handling costs 
to them. These are all just 
attempts to get you to send 
them money which usually 
goes overseas and there is no 
way of tracking the caller or 
the money after it is sent. If 
they are asking you for mon¬ 
ey or for personal information 
(birth date, social security #, 
etc) over the phone, do not 
disclose any information as 
these are normally scam art¬ 
ists trying to get your money 
and information. 

With spring comes a 
whole lot of other scams also 
known as gypsy scams. With 
these scams individuals will 
come around to ask to com¬ 
plete work for you to include 
but not limited to: new roof¬ 
ing; painting house or barn; 
blacktopping your driveway; 
remodeling your house; add¬ 
ing landscaping and trees; 
and many other repairs/work 
offers. These individuals will 
ask for money up front to pay 
for their supplies, labor, etc. 
If these are respectable con¬ 


tractors there is no money up 
front and they will only re¬ 
quire a percentage based on 
work completed and some do 
not require payment until the 
job is completed. NEVER 
pay anything in advance and 
if you do give them money 
only pay for the work that 
has already been completed. 

If you are going to be pur¬ 
chasing on Craigs List, Ebay, 
Amazon and other electronic 
means, it is always best to use 
a credit card and not a debit 
card. The credit card allows 
you to possibly recoup your 
money if the transaction 
turns out bad, debit cards 
does not allow this process 
to occur. We have had indi¬ 
viduals that have purchased 
items and sent payment and 
then did not receive the item, 
and those that have sold 
items and the buyer will send 
a check that is larger than 
the purchase price asking the 
seller to send back the dif¬ 
ference. Whenever you pur¬ 
chase or sell online you are 
taking a chance on getting 
scammed, especially if you 
are dealing with other indi¬ 
viduals. If you are going to 
purchase online it is always 
best to use a credit card that 
you have the right to can¬ 
cel the purchase, giving you 
some sense of security. 

The main thing to re¬ 
member is this, if it looks too 
good to be true it usually is. 
If they are asking you to send 
money to them or they are re¬ 
questing any personal infor¬ 
mation from you, BEWARE 
as these are scam artists who 
are trying to take advantage 
of you. One of the biggest 
targets for these scams are 
our senior citizens because 
they feel that they are vul¬ 
nerable and will fall for these 
tactics. Be vigilant and cau¬ 
tious when acting on infor¬ 
mation received from these 
individuals.

OBSERVE THE SABBATH 

Even God had to rest after six days of labor, and 
the observance of the Sabbath, besides commemorating 
that day of divine rest, is instituted to give all who labor 
a rest from their toil. Notice how in the formulation 
from Exodus, the requirement is extended even to one’s 
servants and animals: “Remember the Sabbath day by 
keeping it holy. Six days you shall labor and do all your 
work, but the seventh day is a Sabbath to the Lord your 
God.

With the spring season 
officially here, a peregrine 
falcon nesting pair is await¬ 
ing their five eggs to hatch 
inside the nest box at Louis¬ 
ville Gas and Electric Com¬ 
pany’s Mill Creek Generat¬ 
ing Station. But, the couple 
is not alone in anticipation 
because they’ve attracted 
more than 12,000 web cam 
viewers this season. 

LG&E and Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources installed the 
state’s first peregrine falcon 
web cam inside the nest box 
in 2013. Since the web cam 
first launched, it has drawn 
nearly 200,000 viewers over 
the last three seasons. 

Viewers can watch live 
this year as the pair cares 
for their eggs. During a typi¬ 
cal season, the eggs are in¬ 
cubated by both the female 
and male falcon for about 33 
days before hatching, which 
should take place in the com¬ 
ing weeks. 

The Mill Creek nest box 
was installed 9 years ago 
by KDFWR in the window 
of a concrete power plant 
stack about 300 feet above 
ground. 

Peregrine falcons remain 
federally protected by the 
Migratory Bird Treaty Act, 
and KDFWR has placed nest 
boxes at many sites through¬ 


out Kentucky, including lo¬ 
cations at LG&E and Ken¬ 
tucky Utilities Company’s 
Trimble County, Cane Run, 
Mill Creek, Ghent and E.W. 
Brown power plants. 

Power plant crevices and 
alcoves remind the falcons 
of natural nesting locations, 
such as mountain cliffs and 
ledges, and attract ample 
food supply of pigeons and 
starlings. 

For more than 20 years, 
LG&E and KU employees 
have ensured the nest boxes 
at the power plants provide a 
safe setting for peregrine fal¬ 
cons to prosper. More than 
100 falcons have hatched 
from these nest boxes. 

Efforts to support these 
magnificent birds of prey 
are part of LG&E and KU’s 
comprehensive avian protec¬ 
tion plan, which was adopted 
in 2008, to help protect birds 
from coming in contact with 
company equipment and 
power lines.

Debris Clean Up Safety Tips

Mild spring weather can 
have a down side after a hard 
winter. On sunny days peo¬ 
ple tend to take advantage 
and do outside chores, which 
may include burning debris 
left by last winter’s ice storm. 
These fires can be, and often 
are dangerous, even deadly. 

During a two-day period 
of good weather, two sepa¬ 
rate deaths resulted from de¬ 
bris fires. A man died after his 
clothing caught on fire, and a 
fatal heart attack came from 
efforts to put out a debris fire 
that had spread to a house. 
A third death came not long 
afterward. On the other side 
of the state, an uncontrolled 
debris fire caused a gas line 
to explode, killing the man 
tending the fire. 

These tragedies point to 
a larger problem, warn offi¬ 
cials of the Kentucky Divi¬ 
sion of Emergency Manage¬ 
ment, the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency and the 
Kentucky Division of Forest¬ 
ry. Wildfires large and small 
tend to follow storms that 
leave woody debris. Uncon¬ 
trolled burning of debris has 
caused many injuries and ru¬ 
ined many acres that are not 
publicized like the high-pro¬ 
file cases described above. 

44 In early spring,” said 
Leah MacSwords, director 
of the Kentucky Division of 
Forestry, 44 most vegetation 
is dead, brown and highly 
combustible. There is also 
very little green vegetation to 
serve as a barrier for spread¬ 
ing wildfire. We try to remind 
people of these conditions 
and we strongly discourage 
them from conducting any 
type of outdoor burning.” 

As the weather warms 
and recovery from the ice 
storm progresses, remember 
the do’s and don’ts of debris 
burning: 

When... 

• When the weather’s 


wrong, don’t burn. If it’s 
windy, sparks can fly. If it’s 
dry, flames can spread. 

• When a burn ban is in 
effect, heed it. Kentucky is 
under a bum ban each year 
in the driest months. Sites 
within 150 feet of wooded 
areas are allowed fires only 
in evening hours, between 
6:00 p.m. and 6:00 a.m. The 
yearly ban periods are Oct. 
1 through Dec. 15 and (now 
in effect) Feb. 15 through 
April 30. Also, check local 
ordinances for any special 
restrictions. 

What... 

• Have the proper equip¬ 
ment ready. Be ready to 
drown the fire with water 
from an adequate source or 
bury it with a shovel. 

• If possible, have addi¬ 
tional assistance with you. 

How... 

• Before burning contact 
your local fire department 
and advise them of your in¬ 
tent. 

• Choose a burn location 
that is not under trees or oth¬ 
er overhead hazards. 

• Be sure it is not near 
utility lines, some of which 
may be buried out of sight. 

• Separate debris into 
small, manageable burn 
piles. 

• Locate bum piles an 
adequate distance from one 
another, and from stmctures. 

• Make sure a radius of at 
least 10 feet is cleared around 
a burn. 

• Stay with the fire. 
Watch continuously until it 
is completely out. 

• If the wind rises or the 
fire seems to be spreading, 
put it out immediately.

ACS to Kentuckians: Colorectal 
cancer highly preventable, 
detectable, treatable 


Almost 2,100 Kentuck¬ 
ians are expected to be diag¬ 
nosed with colorectal cancer 
this year and 850 deaths are 
estimated in the state for 
2015, according to the Amer¬ 
ican Cancer Society. 

Colorectal cancer is the 
nation’s third-leading cause 
of cancer-related death for 
both men and women; how¬ 
ever it is one of the few 
forms of cancer that is highly 
preventable, detectable and 
treatable. 

Through proper colorec¬ 
tal cancer screening, doctors 
can find and remove hidden 
growths (called “polyps”) 
in the colon, before they be¬ 
come cancerous. Removing 
polyps can prevent cancer 
altogether. 

The American Cancer 
Society is helping to increase 
colorectal cancer screening 
rates by supporting the 44 8 0 
percent by 2018” initiative. 
The Society joins with the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) and 
the National Colorectal Can¬ 
cer Roundtable (NCCRT) to 
rally organizations to em¬ 
brace this shared goal. 

Nearly 200 organizations 
have committed to eliminat¬ 
ing colorectal cancer as a 
major public health problem. 
They are working toward the 
shared goal of 80 percent of 
adults aged 50 and older be¬ 
ing regularly screened for 
colorectal cancer by 2018. 
Last year in the U.S., 137,000 
cases of colorectal cancer 
were diagnosed. 

44 We have found that 
many people aren’t getting 
tested because they don’t be¬ 
lieve they are at risk, don’t 


understand that there are 
testing options or don’t think 
they can afford it,” said Greg 
Broy, spokesperson for the 
American Cancer Society in 
Kentucky. 

“The truth is that the vast 
majority of cases of colorec¬ 
tal cancer occur in people 
age 50 and older. Colorectal 
cancer in its early stages usu¬ 
ally has no symptoms, so ev¬ 
eryone 50 and older should 
get tested,” said Broy. 

Broy explained several 
screening options are avail¬ 
able, even take home op¬ 
tions. Plus, he said many 
public and private insurance 
plans cover colorectal can¬ 
cer screening and there may 
be local resources available 
to help those that are unin¬ 
sured. 

“We are asking all Ken¬ 
tuckians to come together and 
help us by getting screened 
and talking to your friends 
and family who are over 50 
years of age about getting 
screened. Together, we can 
help to eliminate colorec¬ 
tal cancer as a major public 
health problem,” said Broy.

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly

In one wav. the bills 



filed each legislative session 
are not much different from 
the teams taking part in the 
NCAA basketball tourna¬ 
ments. Some advance, while 
others find out that this is not 
their year. 

There is one key differ¬ 
ence in the General Assem¬ 
bly’s version of March Mad¬ 
ness, however: More than 
one “winner” is crowned. 

Two of those to pass 
early last week are landmark 
laws that will help Kentucky 
counter a steep rise in heroin 
addiction and that will make 
several new groups of vic¬ 
tims eligible for civil pro¬ 
tective orders. Both cleared 
the General Assembly on the 
session’s final night. 

The heroin legislation is 
crucial because we are losing 
hundreds of Kentuckians a 
year to that and other illegal 
drugs, and thousands more 
are caught in addiction’s 
deadly grip. In ways large 
and small, we all pay a price. 

Several of my legislative 
colleagues talked about the 
grief they experienced after 
their loved ones died because 
of a heroin overdose, and we 
know there are many more 
like them. We also heard 
from law enforcement, cor¬ 
rections officials, healthcare 
professionals, judges and vic¬ 
tims advocates who said we 
are facing a trend that can¬ 
not continue. In addressing 
their concerns, I was proud 
to be part of the small work¬ 
ing group in the House that 
helped write much of what 
became Senate Bill 192. 

Gov. Beshear signed that 
legislation into law just hours 
after the bill cleared the legis¬ 
lature. With it, the state will 
take a two-pronged approach 
to reverse that tide. First, 
we will broaden treatment, 
which studies have shown is 
crucial to reduce the number 
of addicts. As a result, they 
will have more options in jail 
if arrested and also through 
Medicaid and our community 
mental health centers. 

Pregnant women who are 
addicted will see a renewed 
focus on treatment, and there 
will be an increased use of 
two miracle drugs: naloxone, 
which can reverse heroin 
overdoses if administered 
in time, and Vivitrol, which 
is being hailed as an actual 
cure. 

Two initiatives new to 
Kentucky, but not to many 
other states, will provide 
“Good Samaritan” protec¬ 
tions and a local-option 
needle exchange program. 
The former will give legal 
immunity to fellow addicts 
who may otherwise be hesi¬ 
tant to call an ambulance for 
an overdose victim, while the 
latter will allow communities 
to decide whether they want 
this type of program. Many 
addicts who share needles 
are much more prone to be¬ 
coming infected with blood- 
borne diseases like HIV and 
Hepatitis C, and there is also 
a growing prevalence of dirty 
needles sticks among the 
public and law enforcement. 
An exchange program can 
help limit that. 

Beyond treatment, this

new law also increases pen¬ 
alties for those selling heroin 
to others. Selling two grams 
or less of heroin will remain a 
Class D felony, which is pun¬ 
ishable by one to five years in 
prison, but those found to be 
commercial traffickers will 
face a much higher threshold 
before being eligible for pro¬ 
bation or parole. 

Under another new pro¬ 
vision, those selling more 
than 100 grams will now face 
a Class “B” felony, which 
calls for a 10- to 20-year 
prison term, and any amount 
brought to Kentucky from 
another state and sold here 
will now be a Class “C” fel¬ 
ony, which calls for a five- to 
10-year term. 

Because this law has an 
emergency clause, it takes 
effect immediately, and the 
General Assembly also set 
aside $10 million extra to be¬ 
gin funding these programs 
quickly. Once they’re up and 
running, they will be paid 
with savings generated from 
2011 ’s far-reaching criminal- 
justice reforms. 

As we move forward 
with this law, we also will 
begin allowing three new 
groups of victims to qualify 
for a civil protective order: 
those abused by someone 
they are dating and those be¬ 
ing stalked or who have been 
sexually assaulted. 

Many states already in¬ 
clude these groups in their 
protective orders, which have 
been shown to limit violence 
and reduce criminal justice 
costs. This change will put 
Kentucky back on the path as 
a national leader in reducing 
domestic violence. 

Another new law from 
last week will stabilize fund¬ 
ing for our state and local 
roads by setting a new “floor” 
on revenues generated at the 
gas pump. Had we not act¬ 
ed, we could have lost about 
a third of highway funding 
from the level it was at a little 
more than a year ago. That 
would have severely limited 
highway construction and 
maintenance. 

Two other laws to pass 
last week are also transporta¬ 
tion-related. One extends the 
age and height requirements 
for booster seats, which will 
now apply to young children 
through the age of seven and 
up to 57 inches in height. The 
other will set new require¬ 
ments for ignition interlock 
systems, which courts use to 
make sure those convicted of 
DUI do not drive drunk again 
if given permission to drive. 

On a personal note, 
one of the bills I sponsored 
- House Bill 348 - became 
law. It makes some sensible 
changes to the requirements 
the General Assembly estab¬ 
lished for our quasi-govern¬ 
ment districts two years ago 
to increase transparency and 
accountability. Now, some 
of these smaller districts, 
like our volunteer fire depart¬ 
ments, will have less paper¬ 
work and less audit require¬ 
ments, which will save these 
districts thousands of dollars 
across the commonwealth. 

Although our time en¬ 
acting legislation is over, the 
General Assembly is always 
monitoring issues affecting 
the state. If you would like

Attorney General Jack 
Conway announced the in¬ 
dictment and arrest of Mark 
Lane Posey, Former Chief of 
Police in Falmouth, Ky fol¬ 
lowing an investigation by 
Attorney General Conway’s 
Department of Criminal In¬ 
vestigations (DCI). Posey 
was Chief of Police from 
March 2008 until his resig¬ 
nation February 5, 2015. 

On Tuesday, a Franklin 
County grand jury returned 
an indictment charging Posey 
with the following: 

• Abuse of Public Trust 
Over $10,000, a Class C 
Felony 

• Theft by Unlawful 
Taking - Firearm, a Class D 
Felony 

• Criminal Possession of 
a Forged Instrument Second 
Degree (70 COUNTS), Class 
D Felonies 

• Theft by Deception 
Under $500, a Class A Mis¬ 
demeanor 

According to the indict¬ 
ment, from March 2008 to 
December 2014, Posey is 
alleged to have taken over 
$10,000 in funds from a drug 
task force account. Posey 
allegedly solicited dona¬ 



tions from local businesses 
for drug cases and deposited 
the funds into one account. 
Posey would allegedly write 
checks out of that account 
for cash and keep the funds 
for personal use. Posey is 
alleged to have forged the 
signature of a co-signor to 
the account. Also, Posey al¬ 
legedly purchased a gun with 
Falmouth Police department 
funds approved by city coun¬ 
cil and then sold the gun to a 
friend for a higher amount. 

Posey was arrested today 
and is being held in the Frank¬ 
lin County Regional Jail on a 
$10,000 bond. Posey faces 
a maximum sentence of 20 
years in prison. 

Attorney General Con¬ 
way’s Office of Special Pros¬ 
ecutions is handling the pros¬ 
ecution of this case.

USD A Extends ARC and 
PLC Deadlines 

Farmers Have Until 
April 7 to Update Yields, 
Reallocate Base Acres, and 
Make Final Selections 

Agriculture Secretary 
Tom Vilsack today provided 
farm owners and producers 
one additional week, until 
April 7, 2015, to choose 
between Agriculture Risk 
Coverage (ARC) and Price 
Loss Coverage (PLC), 
the safety-net programs 
established by the 2014 Farm 
Bill. The final day to update 
yield history or reallocate 
base acres also will be April 
7, 2015. 

“This is an important 
decision for producers 
because these programs 
help farmers and ranchers 
protect their operations 
from unexpected changes 
in the marketplace,” said 
Vilsack. “Nearly 98 percent 
of owners have already 
updated yield and base acres, 
and 90 percent of producers 
have enrolled in ARC or 
PLC. These numbers are 
strong, and continue to rise. 
This additional week will 
give producers a little more 
time to have those final 
conversations, review their 
data, visit their local Farm 
Service Agency offices, and 
make their decisions,” said 
Vilsack. 

If no changes are made 
to yield history or base acres 
by the deadline, the farm's 
current yield and base acres 
will be used. If a program 
choice of ARC or PLC is 
not made, there will be no 
2014 crop year payments for 
the farm and the farm will 
default to PLC coverage for 
the 2015 through 2018 crop 
years. Producers who have 
an appointment at their local 
FSA offices scheduled by 
April 7 will be able to make 
an election between ARC 
and PLC, even if their actual 
appointment is after April 7. 

These safety-net 

programs provide important 
financial protection against 
unexpected changes in the 
marketplace. As part of 
the strong education and 
outreach campaign launched 
by the U.S. Department

September, to date more 
than 5 million educational 
postcards, in English and 
Spanish, have been sent to 
producers nationwide, and 
more than 5,000 events with 
more than 430,000 attendees, 
including training sessions 
and speaking engagements, 
have been conducted to 
educate producers on the 
programs.
